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HONEST. NATIONS NEEDED,” 


When 2.man so eminent in international statecraft as Viscount 
Grey speaks on the subject of the League of Nations one is 
compelled to pay great respect to the thoughts he utters. His mos: 
recent pronouncement on international relations came to hand by 
cable on Saturday and it is well worth looking at for a moment to 
see the attitude this undoubted grea: statesman takes. Viscount 
Grey was speaking to the Council of the League of Nations’ Union 
and by reason of bis steady striving in the cau-e of world peace and 
:, his notorious brosdmindedness his utterance has an added values in 
these dass when peace the work! over is the primary necessity. 
True it is that his reference was mainly to Germanys position, but 
ubderlsing the views he geve is a principle that might easily escape 
notice. oo 

He expressed the hope he had enterained that at the firs: meet- 
ing of the Cooncil of the League it would have been possible to have 
admitted Germany a member, bu: Germany's recent attitude at Spa 
had lef: him with the impression that she was mainly seeking to 
discover and exploit the weaknesses of the Treaty. He made parti- 
colar mention of the disarmament dispute and stated tbat until 
Germany bad given some better evidenve of her good faith he failed 
to see how she could ke invited to become a member. That is 
not-simplya—statement-by—a-British-sinteemen in prejudiced ven 
against a late enemy; i: is a ment that embodies the very 
principle on which the League is founded. Germany has set her 
band and seal tuaducument that was specifically designed to rob 
her of the puwer of making further armed trouble and before Cier- 
many can be counted as fit to enter an assembly of nations for the 
preservation of world peace she mus: carry out the provisions of 
that document. not only to the letter but in the spirit. The League 
of Nations. if it is ever to be an effective preventive of war, must of 
necessity be composed of nations who are going “to play the 
gamo™: nations who hare some honesty of purpose ; some intention 
of folfilling their plecgod word. Withous that honesty and intention 
the Losgua would be reduced to a mare assembly in which no faith 
could be reposed and which could never hope to echieve the objects 
for which it has been established. Britain and.Japan have very 
. recently given evidence of their honesty—-we refer to their com- 
mounication to the League anent the renewal of the Anglo- 
Japanese Treaty—and by all other nations must be shown a 
_ Siroiler regard. Viscount: Grey made yet another point that 
is .of great interest and importance. By emphasising the

Prisoner pleaged not suilty and 
was defended by Mr. F.C. Jenkin. 
instructed by Mr. F.E. Nash. 

The following were the jurors 
empanelled :— Messrs. A. Baleso 
(foreman). A.A. Botelho, HAR, 
Conant, B. F. Caszro, F. P. Shroff. 

Prisoner 
did nos odject to any of the jurors. 

Opening the case. the Attomey 
General said the prisoner was 
charged with the manslaoghter
